Again, there is a strong probability of 
there being several dark horses. Hon. 
John M. Burns, who was recently elected 
Circuit Judge in the Oatlettsburg district 
by auch a big majority, would likely 
jump at the nomination if held out to 
him. Another gentleman, whose name 
we hear mentioned of late in connection 
with the contest, is our own fellow citizen, 
ex-Mayor Horace January. If the dis- 
trict is to be represented by a Republican 
this time,— which we doubt exceedingly, 
—we'd rather see it done by Mr. January 
than by any of the aspirants from the 
other end of the district. The conventions, 
however, are not far off now, and it will 
not be long before the nominees will be 
named on both sides.
